Succumbing to the weight of years, Lord Slrathcona, Empire builder and wise philanthropist, 

pas?('(l ,i\\;iy last evening at his Grosvenor StrcL-l residence, London. Dauntless through life, 
he faced cleaili with a peaceful mind. While all the world mourned, a brave and kindly gentle- 
man went to his rest. 

With the mind of a man and the heart of a child, he had battled his way to the hearts and 
minds of all the millions who now mutter his name in sorrow. The results of his faithful industry had 
spread lo e\ery corner of the Dominion, and are now lelt in every part of the Mother Country. The 
effects of hi.s lienefactions will increase until education and Christian fellowship endeavor are no 

more needed in C anada. 

Chicfesl of (.Canadian pioneers, he had fought and overcome the terrors of a half continent of 
wilderness. Doughtiest of business warriors, he had nursed the child of his brain lo prosperity and 
riches. Stroni; in his failh for llie future of his lounlry, \\r had sunk (he tendrils of a railway in the 
bleakest spots of the Dominion. I le had sought out what was best for the land he loved and had ex- 
tended a helping hand to the institutions which needed assistance. A dreamer whose dreams have 
come true, he was looked up to by pioneer, business man, dreamer and needy alike. 

As High Commissioner at London, he was representative of the best in all Canadians. He had 
seen so many phases of Canadian life himself, that his sympathies could extend to them all. He 
came out to Canada three-quarters of a century ago, and thirteen years of his life were spent on the La- 
brador coast. Aftcrwarils stationed in the great North- West with those with whose alter history and 
development he himself had so much lo do, he was promoted step by step through the various positions 
in the Hudson Bay Company. I le became chief factor, resident governor, and finally chief commis- 
sioner of the company in Canada. i • 

As a public man he came into prominence in connection with the insurrection at the Red River 
Selllenient, nhw inchideil in the Province of Manitoba. Made government commissioner lo enquire into 
the circumstaiues connected therewith, he manifested a tact, prudence, and ioresi>îhl which won him 
the thanks of the Go\ernor-Gencral. He had been in the Manitoba Lesjislalure. the North-Wesl 
Council, and the I louse of Conimf)ns at Ottawa. As representative, first ol Selkirk, and later of 
Montreal West, he fought with might in the political arena, supporting sometimes Sir John Macdonald 
and sometimes Alexander Mackenzie. 

His name, too, has indissolubly associated itself w-ith the history of railroad development in Can- 
ada. .Sir ( lurles Topper said the Canadian Pacific Railway "would have no existence to-day, 
nntwithslanding all the government did to support that undertaking, had it not been for the indomita- 
ble pluck and energy and determination of Sir Donald Smith." It was in acknowledgment of his 
services in this regard that Queen Victoria created him a K.C.M.G., and ten years later a Knight 
Grand Cross in the same order. 

He was High Commissioner when the late Queen, on the completion of the sixtieth year ol her 
reign, bestovN-ed a further mark of favor upon him by raising him lo the peerage, as Baron Slrath- 
cona and Mount Royal. 

As Chancellor of MrCill University and Greater McGill's splendid friend he has ex- 
erted an influtine for i^nod as far-reaching and as powerful as the university itself shall 
become. I le will always be gratefully remembered ff)r his unostentatious private donations, and 
for his princely munificence in all relations to our university. 10 McGill alone he has given in all 
at various times the sum of over a million dollars. I le has endowed ])ension funds in the Arts, Sci- 
ence and Medicine faculties, for $3().()()0 each. 1 he co-eds. are called "Donaldas" because the 
foundation of the Royal Victoria (>)llege is due to his munificence. The chairs of pathology, hy- 
giene and botiiny are named after him, because they ,ire due to him. 1 le donated a hundred thousand 
dollars to complete the c(|uipment of the new medical building. Slrathcona Hall is so named on ac- 
count of his assistance towards its erection. Every undergraduate of McGill University, every 
member of her leaching Maff, and each of her ret ent graduates may go into a lecture, or into a recrea- 
tion spot, thankful that Lord .Slrathcona has lived. 

"Lord Strathcona's age, his talents, his (jrincely benelactions," said the Montreal Witness once, 
"his wide sympathies, his wise and kindly philanthropies, the noble manner in which he represents this 
(ountrv abroad, all these things and more have made him to be regarded as ihe great representative 
Canadian, of whom all Canada is proud, so proud that it was desired by the people to erect a statue 
to him in this commercial metropolis of the Dominion during his lifetime. Such an honor, however, 
he declined, and we know that he needs no such monument, for monuments of his beneficence are all 
around us.

But only recently has the 
initiative been taken by private as- 
Miciallons In co-operative fire protec- 
tion, yet there sre now thirty timber- 
owners' associations in the United 
Htates, the meinhers of which have got 
together to adequately protect from 
fire their combined holdings, which 
now total about SB.OOO.OOO acres. 

In Canada there Is but tine associ- 
ation of this kind, but it compares 
favorably with any in the United 
Btates. The development of this ro- 
operatlve movement, which culmin- 
ated In Canada In the St. Maurice Klre 
Protective Association, is described In 
detail by a bulletin now being issued 
by the Foreatry Branch, Ottawa. The 
Quebec llmlt-holdera comprising this 
association, have oy a self-imposed 
tax of one-quarter cent oer acre, In- 
stalled a fire protective system on 
their 7,000,000 acres of holdings sec- 
ond to none In Oan.id.t. In 1913 over 
275 forest fires w-re extinguiffn(*<l with 
practically no danger, proving. In the 
words of one nf tbe tnombers, that 'the 
success of co-ojierai Ive fnrest fir'; 
proterlbin hns been esfabll.shed with- 
out a doubt."

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LORD STRATHCONA 

When Death called him last evening. Lord Strathcona stepped 
from his high place in the heart of the F.mpire into the unfathomable 
mysteries of the Beyond with heart as unfaltering as it had l)ecn on 
his march through life. The reaper robbed our Dominion of its 
great soldier of peace. 

Lord Strathcona was the most wonderful and many-sided of 
those who have gcneralled the progress of Canada. One part of his 
masterful character was a call for the respect of every Canadian. 
He was at once the simplest and the most talented of men. 

Had he not been a pioneer historians would still have admired 
him, because he was also a statesman. News journals would have 
chronicled his dccils though he ha d not been a financial giant, be- 
cause he proved an excellent administrator.
